1. USE PERMANENT PRESS MATERIALS CONTAINING AT LEAST 50% POLYESTER. 

2. Slip T-shirt over ironing board end. Place protective, non-porous paper under design 
area between shirt and ironing board. 

3. Pin design, face down, on material. 

4. Set iron for Cotton, Allow dry iron to heat up: iron with firm, even pressure for one 
minute. 

LET COOL for one minute. (Do not iron directly on design after paper is removed) 
CAUTION: Be sure to follow all instructions to avoid the possibility of garment damage 
or faulty reproduction
